That the resolutions of the legislature of Virginia (with 
which those of the other States named accord,) assert : 


Ist. “ That this commonwealth (Virginia) only has the 
right to control or interfere with the subject of domestic 
slavery within its limits: and that this right will be main- 
tained at all !.azards. 


The committee readily grant that none of the other 
states or Congress has any right. by legislation, to inter- 
fere with or control domestie’slavery within the slave-hold- 
ing States. That is prvhibited by the constitution of the 
United States. Nor are they aware that any of the states 
or citizens thereof, or Congress, claim such right. But 
the committee cannot concede that individual freemen, are 
or can be prohibited from discussing the question of slave- 
ry, in all its bearings upon the morality, religion,and happi-

Northern semi-pro slavery Doctors 
profess to believe that slavery will not exist in the Millen- 
ium—that Christianity will gradually abolish it—a few 
centuries hence,—while the Millennium—some of them 
affirm, 1s commencing already: and a present termi» xtion 
of slavery would be disastrous !—These.points should »¢ s:‘- 
tled and harmonized—in such a manner as to ensure we 
perpetuity of our “domestic institutions.” 

8. A manual of republicanism is needed for our youth, 
that shall qualify them to preserve our “ free institutions” 
without transfurming them into “fanatics or incendiaries.” 

Some other things might be mentioned, but these must 
suffice for the present. 

“The literature of the world is against us” say the slave 

tholders.—Let them not hastily despair. In order to pre- 
serve their “peculiar institutions” they must—to be sure— 
revolutionize the world’s literature. But thelr “brethren” 
of the north, “for value received” will be willing at least to 
amuse themsclves and the world, by assistii:g them to make 
a beginning. 

P.S. We had almost forgotten te mention (9) ‘An af- 
fectionate appeal to the laboring people of the north, sct- 
ting forth the benefits of that happy condition to which it 
proposed to reduce them in order to insure the ‘public 
tranquillity.” No labor should be spared or time lost, in 
getting up this document. Until it is successfully got up, 
there will be nouse in trying to stop the progres of aboli- 
tionism.

Extract from the speech of J. Q. Avams, on the admission 
of Arkansas into the Union. 


«“ That instrument, contains in four different places ar- 
rangements having reference to slavery, does not, in any of 
them, recognize the existence of slavery or of slaves ; ncith- 
er of the words is to be found throughout the Constitution. 
Its founders were unwilling that the frame of government, 
ordained expressly by the People, to secure to themselves 
and to their posterity the blessingss’ liberty,should be pol- 
luted even by the name of slavery. Thus when the provi- 
ded that the slavelolders should enjoy that most extraordin- 
ary privilege of representation of the persons of their slaves 
in this Hall they adopted a cireumlocution, and after enu- 
merating free persons, those bound to service for aterm of 
years, and Indians not taxed, including every description of 
human beings, slaves alone excepted, then endowed their 
masters with the right of representation for three-fifths of 
“all other persons.” 

Thus, in the ninth section of the first article, which de- 
nied to Congress the power, prior to the year 1808, of pro- 
hibiting the slave trade, that detestable traffic was describ-

And in the fourth section of the fourth article, it is provi- 
ed that the United States shall, on the application of the 
Legislature or of the Executive of any one of the States, 
protect the same against domestic violence—an expression, 
if not exclusively to servile insurrection, undoubtedly select- 
ed with special and emphatic reference to it. 

In no one of these four passages are slaves recognized as 
property. In the first three, where reference to them is 
direct, they are expressly designated as persons—persons to 
be represented in Congress, not by themselves, but by the 
votes of their masters; person whom the then existing States 
might think proper to admit ; persons held toservices or la- 
bor, to be delivered up on claim of the party to whom such 
services or labor may be due. Not only is there norecogni- 
tion of slaves as property—not only are they constantly re- 
ferred to as persons, but in every instance they are so des- 
cribed that theengagement contracted with relation to them 
might be applicable to classes of persons other than slaves ; 
and this studious uniformity of language throughout the 
whole Constitution could only arise con the determination 
to exclude from it any acknowledgment of slavery, as form- 
ing a component part of the supreme law of the land. 

It was in this spirit of mutual corfcession and concilia- 
tion that the Constitution of the United States was formed 
and adopted, and it is in this spirit ‘that I offer an amend- 
ment now before the committee. I will trespass no longer 
upon their indulgence, but will submit a few observations 
more on the subject, when the bill shall be reported to the 
House.”

ras, about a fortnight since, the Mexican army quartered 
there amounted tothree thousand men, and about four thou- 
sand were also encamped near the city. 

He states that he saw and conversed with several Chiefs 
of Indian tribes, and that it is the confident belief that an 
arrangement has been entered into between them and the 
Mexican General Urrea, by which 5000 warriors of the 
Cherokee, Sac, and Fox nations are to join the Mexicans 
in their offensive operations. By his account the Mexican 
army was nearly in readiness to march, their baggage wag- 
ons being packed, the soldiers having taken the oath of fi- 
delity, and carried their banners to be “ christened ” by the 
church. This intelligence of a contemplated junction of 
Mexicans and aboriginal savages, only confirms the accounts 
we published in letters a few days since from Metamoras. 
The Mexicans, our informant says, still denounce bitter 
vengeance against the Texans, and swear they will take no 
prisoners, but kill every enemy upon the battle field—though 
there appears to be great repugnance among officers and 
men against revisiting Texas. 

If the Mexicans consummate their plans respecting their 
savage allies, they will create an “ugly customer” in the 
person of Gen. Gaines.

Slavery—Mobs, §:c.—The Anti-Slavery Society 
was prevented yesterday from celebrating the an- 
niversary of the emancipation of the slaves in the 
British West India Islands, by a mob which col- 
lected about the building where they were to as- 
The mob was composed of southerners, 
respectable merchants of the city, and saucy boys. 
No violence was committed, for the Society fin- 
ding the mob at their doors, and the entrance to 
the hall closed by the lessee of the building, quiet- 
ly returned to a private house, from whence, after 
some conversation, a prayer offered by the editor 
of this paper, and the singing of a hymn, they sep- 
arated for their homes. 

_ We hardly know in what terms to speak of this 
new outrage upon the rights of peaceable citizens. 
After the gentlemanly mob of last October, we had 
supposed our city had begome sick of mubs, and 
We cannot persuade ourselves 
that the mob of yesterday, was countenanced by 
any great number of our own citizens.

“ Wuat FARMERS MAY BE.” 

Mr. Holmes.—Your interesting corespondent, 
“J, H. S.” under the above title, in the last Farmer, 
lays down three distinct propositions, showing in 
substance that farmers may be the most learned, 
and the most influential class of men in the world. 
Under each proposition he has adduced several 
good reasons in support of them, and I can most 
cheerfully assent to all that he has said upon the 
But while I am so ready to give in my 
adhesion to his doctrine, I am inclined to think he 
will find it not an easy task to induce any consid- 
erable portion of them to carry out in practice what 
he has sv correctly laid down in theory. 

The occupation of a farmer certainly requires the 
“ most vigorous exercise by the physical powers of 
the body,” and if you can induce a man to adopt 
that system of labor, which shall render the exer- 
cise of these powers productive of the greatest a- 
mount of ultimate goud, you can hardly expect to 
convince him that he may become one of the most 
learned and influential men in the world. 

If 1 may be permitted to advance an opinion, I 
will say that, judging from daily observations, it 
would seem that inany believe the exercise of men- 
tal and physital powers have no connection in the 
business of husbandry,that our father’s grandfathers 
thought ali that was necessary to think upon the sub- 
ject, and that nothing remains for us to do but work, 
work, work, without even thinking that we have 
power to think. 

Therefore, if we would lay a firm “basis on 
which to build up their minds in wisdom and knowl- 
edge,” we must first convince them that the course 
pursued by our fathers and grandfathers in rela- 
tion to husbandry, is by ne means the course. 

Convince them that in general a small farm is 
better than a large one. 

Convince them that a little well tilled, is better 
than much half tilled. 

Convince them that two loads of manure is bet- 
ter than one, and every load judiciously applied is 
better than a silver dollar. 

Convince them that three good cows are better 
than a half a dozen poor ones, and so of all other
